The World’s Fair 
authorities say they are prepared to make 
any improvements or changes suggested by 
the committee. 

Relief Fund Growing. 


The relief fund for the families of the fire- . 


men who were killed in Monday’s fire in the 
Cold-Storage Warehouse did not grow very 
rapidly through the gontribution boxes at the 
pass gates yesterday. The sum dropped in 
these boxes footed up $1,478 when counting 
was stopped last night, with some work 
yet before the men. Chief Inspector De 
Remer watched the people coming in 
through the Sixty-second street gates and 
he reported afterwards that one person in 
five on an average dropped coin in the boxes. 
There was one woman dressed in deep mourn- 
ing accompanied by two children who pur- 
chased tickets at the Sixty-second street gates 
receiving a $5 bill and some silver in change. 
She walked to the box and dropped the $5 
bill in the fund box while the tears were 
streaming down her face. There were 129, 
425 people, all told, who passed through the 
turnstiles yesterday. 

The members of the detachment of the 
French marines on duty at the Exposition 
have through their. commandant, Count Bal- 
incourt, signified their wish to devote one day’s 
pay to the fund. es 

The Director-General has issued the follow-

charge. Exhibiters and others within the sev- 
eral exhibit departments are, therefore, re- 
quested to make their subscriptions and remit- 
tances to the respective chiefs. 

Blaze in the Ruins. : 

The Fire Department was called out at 
4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon to put out a 
blaze in the stables which are located just 
south of the burned Cold-Storage warehouse 


| and which were partly destroyed by the fire 


of Monday. There was u large amount of 
refuse at the south end of the building, and 
this had been smoldering since Monday, 
breaking out yesterday, but a stream of water 
from one engine had it out in five minutes. 
The engines going toward the scene of Mon- 
day’s disaster with horses at a run and bells 
clanging caused considerable excitement 
among Visitors tothe Fair. Heretofore the 
passing of engines has beena matter which 
excited but little comment, but remembering 
Monday’s fireevery person who saw the de- 
partment make its run yesterday rushed in 
the direction the machines went, fearing a 
repetition of the horror of four days ago. 

During the day 100 men were engaged in 
clearing away the wreck, and Assistant Chief 
of Construction Graham said another 100 
would be put on today. There was another 
body found at 8 o’clock in the morning, only 
the trunk remaining from the fierceness of 
the flame. Although a careful search was 
made for further indications pointing to an 
added number of deaths, there was nothing 
found. There are portionsof the débris which 
have not yet been gone over, however, and the 
death list may yet increase. There was 
nothing found about the body to establish the 
identity. 

Two Long Lost Pictures Found, 

Two pictures were found among the goods 
in bond which have been the cause of much 
worry since the opening of the Fair. They 
came from Spain and were consigned to the 
man in charge of the wine exhibit in Horti- 
cultural Building. One was almost ruined by 
the fire, which had burned away a large hole 
almost directly in the center, but the part that 
was left showed the work of an artist of merit. 
The scene is in a cathedral on a Palm Sun- 
day, and the rich vestments of the priests still 
show through the smoke and water which cov- 
ers it. The second picture represents a class 
of five small girls learning embroidery. It was 
spotted. slightly by water and brine and the 
edge of the frame was burned, but it can be 
put in good shape again. The pictures are 
now in the office Of the Deputy Collector of 
Customsin Administration Building. Of all 
the goods in bond only the wine will have any

SUNDAY PAIR THE TOPIO AT TODAY'S 
DIREOTORY MEETING. — 


Edwin Walker Will Introduce a Resolu- 
tion Moving for a 25-Cent Admission 
as a Test- Conference Committee of the 
National Commission Will Meet with 
the Board and Urge Shutting the Gates 
Effect of the Clingman Injunction Ex- 
plained by W. E. Mason, 

World's Fair Directors at their meeting this 
afternoon will take up the Sunday question 
again. This time the proposition will be for 
closing the gates Sundays. As announced in 
Taz Torn early in the week the directors 
are ready to acknowledge that Sunday open- 
ing is a failure. The people have not gone 
to Jackson Park Sunday in such num- 
bers as to justify the directory in keeping 
it open’ much longer. There is, however, 
one more test to be made by reducing the 
admission fee to 25 cents, and Director 
Edwin Walker has promised to introduce a 
resolution to that effect today. Mr. Walker 
thinks that if, after reducing the admission 
fee, the people continue to remain away 
from the grounds Sunday it may be ac- 
cepted as an expression on their part of in- 
difference or disapproval of Sunday opening. 

The Conferénce committee appointed by 
the National Commission to coffer with the 
Board of Directors and urge upon them to 


with the board this afternoon. Chairman 
Tousley of the committee communicated yes- 
terday with President Higinbotham, and both 
decided that it was better to appeal to the di- 
rectory first, and then if necessary labor with 
the Council of Administration. The members 
of this committee are Commissioners O. V. 
Tousley of Minnesota, Oscar, R. Hundley of 
Alabama, Lyman B. Goff of Bhode Island, and 
Euclid Martin of Nebraska. Two of the com- 
mitteemen are in favor of Sunday opening on 
| the merits of the question, but all feel that 
the gates are now open in violation of an 
adopted rule, and hence either the rule should 
be changed or the gates closed. In fact, 
practically all the Commissioners feel that 
the experiment of opening has been a failure. 
‘They argue that milliong of Christians will be 
kept away,and that nothing but loss will 
result if the present policy is pursued. 
Then again when the directors decided to 
open the gates they pledged themselves to re- 
turn to Congress the $1,900,000 worth of 
souvenir half-dollars which had been received 
y the corporation. By closing the gates the 
directory would be absolved from the pledge 
and would be a financial gainer by $1,900,- 
000. 
Higinbotham for Open Cates. 


President Higinbotham is opposed to clos- 
ing the gates or reducing the admission fee. 
He said yesterday: 

I will tell you why Ido not wish the Fair 
to be closed Sunday. Soon now the railroads 
will begin running excursion trains from the 
country and bringing a vast number of 
strangers to Chicago. I want to see these vis- 
itofs who remain over Sunday have some 
place to go. It will be much better, of course, 
for them to visit Jackson Park than it will 
be to let them drift around the town in search 
of places of amusement. I realize that some 
of the directors are beginning to favor clos- 
ing. I cannot predict what will be done at 
tomorrow’s meeting, but every one will be 
given an opportunity to express his views.“ 

„What do you think of a 25-cent admis- 
sion?” 

„Well, I am opposed to that also. My

day. I think that people would remain away 
in order to take advantage of the reduced 
rate of admission. That’s my opinion ina 
nutshell.“ 

Director Lyman J. Gage is said to be will- 
ing now to consider the Sunday closing 
proposition. Mr. Gage was one of the 
hardest workers for opening then Sunday 
and began first, perhaps, the agitation after 
the action of Congress, His argument at the 
time was that the Fair was too grand to be 
closed against the péople any day in the 
week. He thought that laboring people 
should have the privilege of visiting Jackson 
Park on their day of rest, the only time which 
was open to them without the loss of a day’s 
wages. Now, since the people do not seem to 
care for a Sunday Fair, he is about willing to 
act in accordance with what is presumed to 
be their wishes and close the show. 

One feature which ig seemingly overlooked 
by the management is that the Fair Sunday 
isn’t an Exposition. There is no machinery 
in motion, exhibits are covered up, and at- 
tendants are absent. What is worth 50 cents 
on any week day is, by comparison, worth 
less than half that sum Sunday, and some of 
the directors are beginning to see that the 
working people, whom they desire to favor 
by a Sunday Fair, will not go to the expense 
of transportation, the restaurant prices in the 
park, and other incidentals and then only see 
what is scarcely half a show. 


Says They Would Be in Contempt. 


W. E. Mason, attorney for Charles Cling- 
man, who secured an injunction from Judge 
Stein restraining the World’s Fair directors 
from closing the gates of Jackson Park Sun. 
days, is keeping close watch on the present 
attitude of the directors. He said yesterday 
that should the gates of the park be closed 
Sunday im the face of that injunction Presi- 
dent Higinbotham and the directors would be 
in contempt of court and liable to serve a 
term of imprisonment in the County Jail,

THE SILVER CRANKS’ EXPERIMENT. 

The following is the principal statement 
contained in the long address by the Colorado 
League advocating the free coinage of 371 
grain silver dollars and prediéting dire dis. 


conceded by the oe American Congress: 

The chargé that bimetallists demand that 
60 cents shall be made a dollar is a lie. It was 
the trick of the single standard conspirators that 
lessened the value of silver. Had gold been de- 
monetized instead of silver—retaining for silver 
its greatest use and ehiefest functidn and depriv- 
ing gold of its greatest and chiefest function— 
gold would not today be worth $25 per ounce 
and silver's value and purchasing power would 
be increased largely above its former Highest fig- 
ure.

gold; bimetallists will cheerfully. submit to any 

legislation that experience will suggest as neces- 
sary to make every dollar of the United States 
equal in intrinsic value to every other dollar 
bearing its stamp. They urge the old law with 
supreme confidence, born of the unassailable 
truths of history, that it will immediately place 
every coined American dollar upon a par of value 
both as coin and bullion, restore the bonds of 
weakened love and confidence, and set in happy 
motion the wheels of all the country’s magnifi- 
cent industries. 5 8 

The entire address is based on the enormous 
sophistical error that free coinage on the ratio 
of 16 ounces of silver to 1 of gold by the 
United States would lift all the depreciated 
silver in the world to that equivalent value 
with gold. The present market ratio through- 
out the globe is about thirty ounces of silver 
to one of gold. Free coinage by any single 
nation could not change this, especially when 
that nation, like ours, is already saturated 
with silver, having some five te six hundred 
millions of it on hand as depreciatéd money 
that is artificially floated at par by gold re. 
demption. The adoption of free éoinige 
would at once thrust the whole of this enor- 
mous load into circulation at its world’s value 
per ounce, making the silver dollar of 871 
grains worth to start with but 55 dents on the 
dollar and having only that much of putchas- 
ing power. The present stock of silver would 
instantly depreciate to the ettent of more 
than $200,000,000 in the aggregate. And 
this is only a small part of the loss that would 
fall to the people: The following aggregates 
of personal wealth owned by many millions 
of people would shrink from 46 to 50 per 
cent on the grauting of the wild demand 
made by these Colorado men: 

Deposits in savings banks of the United States, 
owned by several millions of working men and 
women, $2,000,000,000 (2 billions). 

Deposits in eommercial banks, 62,000, 000, 000 
(2 billions). 

Invested ih building loan associations, nearly 
all by working men and wemen, $500,000,000 
(half a billion). 

“Invested in railroad, State, municipal, and in- 
dustrial bonds of all kinds, say $4,500,000,000 
(4% billions). 

(2 billions). 

Life-instrancé policies, $4,660,000,000 (4% 
billions). 

The total of these items is fifteen and a half 
billions of dollars, each billion being a thou- 
sand times a million dollars. At 45 per cent 
the depreciation on these aggregutes alone 
would be sevén billion doliars (7,000 million 
dollars), Which is worth more than the Whole 
State of Colorado and all the other so-called 
silver States are worth. silver mines included. 
Even this tremendous total is far from measur- 
ing the damage that would be inflicted om the 
American people. The last few months have 
witnessed a fearful shtinkage of capital with 

a corresponding peralysis of manufacturing 
and other industries; due simply to the fear 
that the free sil ver men would gain their point. 
Should they do so that business depression of 
this year would be only a sample of the ruin to 
follow.

THE CHINESE EXCLUSION ACT. 


bell Park Presbyterian Church in this city 
Sunday last preluded his sermon with a 
violent onslaught upon the Geary Chinese 
restriction law. He stigmatized it as a vio- 
lation of treaties, as legislation which had 
been secured by prejudice and Kearnyism, 
asserted that the Chinese never had been 
given their rights of citizenship, and there- 
fore had no choice except to remain as aliens, 
and in general toox the position which all the 
Chinese sentimentalists assume when they 
diseuss this question. 

Mr. Clarke’s assumption that the Geary re- 

striction law was the outcome of prejudice 
against the ‘Chinese does not cover the case. 
It would have been more correct had he said 
that the law was the result of a conflict based 
upon inherent ineongruities between the two 
races, and that the intention of the law was 
sélf-preservation. It was the conscious feel- 
ing that the continuous inroads of Chinese, if 
not checked sooner or later, would lead to the 
ruin, if not to the extirpation, of millions of 
Americans and Europeins. As à matter of 
fact; this has been the sentiment as well as 
the experience for more than forty years, or 
sinee the California gold period. It has been 
true all this time that the Chinese have come 
to this country without their families. They 
never bring a female, be it wife, mother, or 
sister. No Chinése women are brought here 
except prostitutes, who are bought and sold 
like beasts, the profits going to enrich the Six 
Companies. Their children are not here. It 
is only occasionally that a Chinese boy slips 
away from his country. The old men do not 
come. It is only the young, active, vigorous 
workers who can undercut American work- 
ingmen that are hired and farmed by the 
Six Companies. One of these fellows can 
starve out competing American workingmen 
who have wives and children, or mothers, 
fathers, and relatives to support. The Amer- 
ican workingman has social. obligations to 
perform. The Chinese workingman has none. 
The latter, therefore, can afford to work, and 
can live better on one-third the wages, even if 
he does less work than the white laborer, be- 
cause he has less than two-thirds of his im- 
pediments. 
The practice of the Chinese laborer is to 
stay here until he has paid the Six Companies 
the cost of wetting him here and has made 
what to him isa fortune and then return to 
China and send others, and this has been go- 
ing on year after year. Dead or alive, in 
time he goes back to China. This is the hard 
fact ang in the face of it Mr. Clarke's asser- 
tions ate shallow, reckless, and based upon 
egotistical ignorance of the facts, If Mr. 
Clarke will spend his summer vacation in San 
Francisco and under the pilotage of some good 
Presbyterian brother personally will investi- 
gute the conditions of la bor that exist in that 
city and the eonditions of life and morals in 
the filthy holes and dens where these creatures 
véegetate he will discover that it is something 
more than race prejudice that gave birth to 
the Geary restriction law. 

Ifthe Chinese hdd come here as the Ger- 
mans, Irish, Italians, Hungarians, Poles, Bo- 
hémians, and other nationalities come, if they 
had brought their wives and children with 
them, and had gone to work at the largest 
possible wages to support them and had re- 
mained here they would hu ve been treated as 
equal competitors. The whites then would 
not have feared them. It would not have 
been a competition of one mouth against six. 
It is too late now to undertake the reversal of 
the decrees of the American industrial people, 
and in any event professional gentlemen who 
do not labor with their hands are not the ones 
6 decide the question. Mr. Clarke ola lime 
that the Chinese came here unwillingly, that 
they opened their ports unwillingly, that as 
America was prominent in persuading them 
to open, it now owes them justice, and that 
the present action is in violation of former 
treaties. But suppose this country did make 
these treaties, It did not know at that time 
that it was inviting a tide of moral corruption 
and an element of grave industrial danger. 
It was not until it had learned by bitter expe- 
rience that it exercised the right of self-pres- 
ervation. All free nations have the right to 
modify treaties when they find they ure dan- 
géerous. Mr. Clarke ahd the other Chinese 
apologists need not feat that the Chinese Gov. 
erument will rétaliate. It never has made a 
protest against the exclusion act. IN does not 
want its subjects to come to this country,

Congress shall have the power to coin 
money, fix the value thereof, and regulate the 
value of foreign coins, and that‘ no State 
shall make anything but gold and silver coin 
a legal tender in paymetitse of debts.“ It 
will be seen that there is no “ bimetallic 
money standard preseribed by the Consti- 
tuition, Congress is not even ordered to coin 
both gold and silver. It has full discretion as 
to the metal it will use and the weight of 
bullion it may put into each coin. 

Congress decided 100 years ago to coin 
money in both metals, and in 1702 it settled 
on a bimetallic standard. It then chose and 
enacted a ratio of 15 to 1, dedlariug that 
“ every fifteen pounds’ weight of ptife silver 
shall be of equal value in all payments with 
one pound weight of pure gold. Hamilton, 
whose advice was followed, believed that this 
was the then commercial ratio of the two 
metals, and recommended it for that feason. 
He never would have suggested an arbitrary 
oné, Hamilton was mistaken, however, for 
the actual commercial ratio in Europe at that 
time was about 1534 to 1. But he would 
never have proposed 1 to 10 or 1 to 20 and 
supposed that they would circulate together 
as cirrent money. 

The consequence of this unintentional vio- 
lation of equivalent values by only 8 per 
cent was that as soon as the American mint 
began coining gold it disappeared from cir- 
culation. It either was melted down at home 
ot seht abroad and converted into bullion 
there, Nor would the foreign gold, English, 
French, or Spanish, remain in circulation. 
The American silver dollar being worth 8 
cents less than the gold dollar commereially 
drove out the yellow money of all nations. 

The attention of Congress was called again 
and again to the error which had been com- 
mitted in 1792 in selecting a wrong ratio of sil- 
ver to gold money; but while no ons at that day 
prated about the “‘ bimetallic money stand- 
ard of the Constitution,” or defended a ratio 
of 15 to 1 on the ground that it had been 
adopted by The Fathers of the Country,” 
the National ature was as slow to 
remedy financial blunders then as now, and 
it did not act until 1884, under Gen. Jack- 
son’s administration, when it cured one 
blunder by making another equally great, 


which drove sil ver out of Circulation by mak- 


ing a silver dollar worth 3 cents more than a 
gold dollar. ö 

Between 1792 and 1884 real bimetallism— 
viz.: two metals eireulating side by side at a 
fixed ratio of equal bullion value—was un- 
known. In spite of all the devices that were 
resorted to silver was the only hard money. 
Gold could not be kept in circulation, Dur- 
ing Jackson's second administration the ratio 
was changed from 15 16 1 to 16 to 1, thus 
proving that the old ratio was not a sacred 
thing not to be disturbed. But as the new 
ratio was about as far from the truth as the 
old one, though in a different direction, the 

American silver coin, worth three cents more 
cominercialiy than legally, flowed out of the 
country, the result being that up to the time 
of the war the country practically did not 
have bimetallism, but gold monometallism, 
just as it had silver monometallism dtiring the 
preceding period. 

That the country was monottetallie from 
1792 to 1861 was due simply to the fact that 
the commercial and the legal ratios did not 
evincide, The least deviation from the 
former sent one of the metals whirling out of 
cireulation. Yet while bimetallism was im- 
possible for over forty years because the sil- 
ver dollar was worth three cents less than the 
gold one, these Colorado fellows profess to 
believe that bimetallism would be possible 
with a silver dollar worth from 45 to 50 
cents less than a gold one, and they have the 
insolence to maintain when addressing per- 
sons fumiliat with the organic law that the 
Constitution directs Congress to issue such 
light-weight coins and eall them “ money.“ 

There can be no gold and silver ‘* bimetal- 
lism unless the eving of the two metals cir- 
culate side by side—not because one is re- 
deemable in the other, but because their bull- 
ion value is commercially the same, When 
ten silver dollars are worth as much as bull- 
ion as the bullion in a gold eagle then bi- 
metallism exists. If there isa dollar’s worth 
of bullion in a silver dollar us fited by the 
cotimercia! ratio with gold then the gold and 
silver dollar will circulate side by side and 
neither crowd the other out, Buta gold dol- 
lar worth 100 cents will, never circtilate side 
by side with a silver dollar worth 50 or 60 
cents of less than 100 cents. 

The country can ‘never have bimetallism 
so long as it defies natural laws Congress 
has learned too much during the last few 
years to be driven by the impotent threats of 
silver producers of Colorado or elsewhere who 
fear they will lose the profits they have been 
making on mining silver, itito pufsuing a 
course which would make this a motiometal- 
lic, depreciated silver stdimlard Nation,

He also an- 
nounced that there must be no more delay on 
the part of the railroad companies, and that 
all must make some kind of a proposition be- 
fore the Council adjourns for the summer. 
All foads with the exception of the Wisconsin 
Central and the Chicago and Alton have 
shown a disposition to treat. with the commit- 
tee, he said, and gave warning that these two 
roads will be stirred up. 

No other roads were represented. Father 
Flannigan, who was present, registered a 
hearty protest against any viaducts. He said 
the committee was showing a disposition to 
tolerate viaducts, and informed them in vig- 
orous language that the people would not tol- 
erate any such pro tions. 

He referred to t pes of the Chicago and 
Northwestern road which was to continue the 
viaduct system within the old city limits, and 
said the people would not have it. You 
were appointed, gentlemen, to elevate the 
tracks and not to compromise on viaducis,”’ 
he concluded. 

Chairman McGilien informed him that the 
committee was not appointed to secure the. 
elevation of railr tracks but to abolish 
grade crossings, and that it should take the 
action it thought best to aceomplish that end.

TWO SYSTEMS OF WATER METERS, 


Stock-Yards Supply Question Is Partially 
Considered in Committee, 

The Committee on Fire and Water was dis- 
posed to take a moderate view of the Stock- 
Yards water supply matter yesterday. Ald. 
O’Neill had collected statistics showing that 
while in the Stock-Yards region one-sixtieth 
of the water pumped was used the payments 
for it were one-sixty-ninth of the total water 
revenue, This was notan alarming discrep- 
ancy. Ald. Best, Ackerman, and Carey said 
this was not a good time to harass industries 
which give employment.to 60,000 people. 
These views seemed to prevail and the meet- 
ing was comparatively tame. Supt. Crossette 
was present with figures showing that if regu- 
lar rates were charged at the Stock-Yards the 
city would have derived a much larger reve- 
nue from the water supply in that region. 
It was finally decided to report favori 
two systems of meters in the territory. Al- 
ready on the public streets where main water 
pipes lead into the private property of one 
mile square used by the packers there are 
large meters except on Ashland avenue, Thir- 
ty-ninth, Halsted, and Forty-seventh streets. 
It was agreed that meters should be put on 
these streets also. The city will then be in a 
position to know exactly how many gallons of 
water passes into the Stock-Yards district. 
The rate to be paid by the packers was left for 
another meeting, although it was agreed to 
recommend that all other parties in the city 
must pay the regular rates. 

Ald. Swigart, Ald. Kleinecke, and some 
others were in favor of going after the 
packers with the whip hand, but their mo- 
tions looking to that end were voted down 
or not considered. 

Supt. Crossette presented a table — 
the amount actually paid by the princi 
packers from January, 1890, to June, 1893, 
compared with what they would have paid 
had the regular legal rates been demanded 
and received, pointing out at the same time 
that no authority for a reduction of the legal 
rate is found to exist, The table follows:
